ATTEMPT ON CIVIC 
GUARDS ALLEGED 


———-—Fbé — 


John Lynch, a native of Dunmanway, 
appeared at Ballineen, Co. Cork, yester- 
day, charged with having discharged 
revolver shots at Civic Guards, with 
attempt to murder, at Drimoleague village 
on August 18th, 1934. 

Guard Samuel Stephenson said that 
there was a sports meeting on that day, 
anda group of men, of whom Lynch was 
one, accosted a number of Guards, and one 
of them ordered the Guards to remove a 
member of the Blue Shirt organisation. 
When they declined the man said: '' Draw 
your baton ; now we are ready for you.” 

Later the men came into contact with a 
body of Blue Shirts and shots were fired. 
Lynch, with a revolver in his hand, 
ordered the people “ to keep back or he 
would shoot them.” 

Two Guards approached him, and Lynch 
fired two shots in their direction. 

Stephenson, cross-examined by Lynch, 
said that the sports were under the 
auspices of Blue Shirts, whom he did not 
search for firearms. 

Guard Patrick Cunningham stated that 
when Lynch fired one shot he and the two 
other Guards went towards him, and Lynch 
fired another shot in the direction of 
Guard Ahern. He then escaped. 

Guard Jamies Ahern deposed that Lynch 
shouted, “ Keep back until I shoot that 
fellow’’ (meaning witness), Lynch fired 
two shots at witness from twenty-five yards 
and then fired at Guard Dempsey, neither 
shot taking effect. He also said, ' Keep 
back or I will shoot you.”’ 

The further hearing was adjourned for 
a week. 

The accused man refused to accept bail. 

In a statement to the Court he protested 
against the charge, and said that the 
reason he made the’ statement was not 
because he recognised the right of the Free 
State Court to try him for any lawful 
action carried out by him whilst on duty 
as a member of the I.R.A., but because he 
wanted the public to know that he did 
not belong to a body who condoned 
attempted murder. After the occurrence 
which gave rise to the charge he had com- 
pleted a Military Tribunal sentence 
imposed for disarming-a Blue Shirt party. 
He took part in#the campaign to prevent 
“ Fascist. Britishers’’ from smashing the 
plain people of the country. - : 

“I am glad of, it now, he added, “ and 
if such a thing was ‘again attempted my 
orders from my senior officers would be the 
same. I have no apologies.”” He alleged 
that a few Volunteers were attacked by 
especially mobilised Blue Shirts. There 
was no attempt on his part to murder any 
Guard, and he was not.a murderer.

In the introduction to .‘‘The Golden 
Sovereign’’ Laurence Housman says the 
Victorian Age “ was a thicket of. rapacious 
growth, thorny and aggressive in character, 
and in it many rams were caught and held 
bound very much against their wills.’’ If the 
words had not been read nothing of the 
author’s view of that age would have been 
taken from the Gate Theatre last night, when 
a selection of his. playlets was presented 
under the title “ Victoria.”’ The production 
was as quiet as the Victorian Age now seems 
in retrospect to a generation that is reaping 
the whirlwind from the Victorian sowing. If 
anything, it was a trifle too quiet; so that a 
touch of strife, added to a gentle speeding, 
would have been welcomed. 

All that the author claims for his playlets 
is that they are dialogues, in which certain

‘famous characters of the .Victorian Age ‘are 


presented. There are occasional mild flicks 
of satire, but they are too few and too kindly 
to leave any lasting impression. What 
emerges from an experience in the theatre— 
the second of its kind—is that the dialogues 


make a deeper apreeeon when read than. 


when heard from the stage. In the theatre 


they have something of the fragrance. of' 


those tableaux vivants which sa delighted 
the Victorians in their hours of ease. 


A REVIVAL OF INTEREST 


That is not to say, or even to suggest, that 
these dialogues are devoid of interest : what is 
suggested is that they are devoid of dramatic 
content. The Queen grows old; steadily 
developing her statecraft with:the years, and 
permitting. her ‘humanity: to obtrdde at rare 
moments. he is human enough to be sen- 
timental about the dead Albert; prejudiced 
enough to be against Home Rule and the 
Liberal Government; human enough even to 
laugh at ‘the discomfiture of the unfortunate 
photographer.. Now that, as Mr, Housman 
says, the Golden Sovereign ‘has changed into 
a symbolic piece of paper, it is possible to 
observe more gilt upon the Victorian Age 
than: it was fashionable to see when Britain 
was still on the gold standard. A wave ot 
Victorianism has succeeded the anti-Victorian 
depression which set in upon the Queen’s 
death; so that it 1s now possible to admire 
what not so long ago was spurned. 

The interest in these dialogues is rigidly 
restrained to the presentation of character. 
If the people do little or nothing, and say 
little that is of the slightest consequence, 
they both do and say things that reveal them 
to a new age. For people who thought of 
Prince Albert as a mere goody-goody busy- 
body a new light is shed upon his character 
by the two opening scenes—‘‘ The First 
Born ” and “ Forward, But Not Too Fast.” 
The Queen herself is early revealed as a 
potential politician, but reverts to the fami- 
liar in, the scene in which she mourns her 
husband. How much she depended upon 
John Brown, and how the man who later 
became Edward VII. loathed him, is most 
strikingly shown in ‘‘A Domestic Difference.,”’ 
When Rosebery appears, in ‘Primrose 
Way,’’ something really significant comes to 
light : a man who. was Prime Minister by 
accident, who had all thé aptitude for states- 
manship, vet who deliberately preferred to 
win the Derby. 5

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SIR HUBERT WILKINS SAFE 
From Revutrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
EDMONTON, ALBERTA, Tuesday. 


Sir Hubert Wilkins, the British ex- 
plorer, who was earlier feared to have 
crashed while on a flight in search of the 
lost Soviet airman, Levanevsky, is safe. 

A message received at the airport at 
Aklavik, Canadian North-West Territories, 
early this morning stated that he had 
landed in his flying boat on a small lake 
in the Mackenzie delta. 

A further message since received states 
that Sir Hubert intends returning by easy 
stages to New York, and is only awaiting 
favourable weather to make a start. 

Sir Hubert Wilkins, who is 49, and has 
had a wide experience of flying both in 
the Arctic and Antarctic, volunteered his 
services in the search for the Russian 
trans-Polar airman, Levanevsky, and his 
companions, who have been missing since 
August 14 while on a flight from Moscow 
to the United States. For this purpose 
Sir Hubert was provided with a large 
flying boat by the Soviet Government, and 
it was in this machine that he set out 
with four companions in an effort to find 
the lost Russians.

PRAGUE, Tuesday. 


Scenes reminiscent of those in London 
at the funeral of King George V. were 
witnessed here to-day when the streets of 
the city were packed with sorrowing crowds 
come to pay their last respects to the 
former President Masaryk. 

Along a five-mile route the body of the 
ex-President was carried through the 
streets of the capital for the last time on 
its way to Lany. The route of the funeral 
procession was the same as that taken by 
the former President when, in 1918, he 
returned to his. country as its first 
President. 

Thousands from among the mourning 
crowd who watched this last journey had 
spent all night in the streets in order to 
pay a last tribute to the man who has 
been universally described as the “ Father 
of his people and liberator of Czecho- 
slovakia.”’ 

Before the procession set out from the 
Hradschin, where the body of Dr. Masaryk 
has been lying in staté, Dr. Benes, Presi- 
dent of the Republic, delivered a funeral 
oration which was broadcast throughout 
the country. 

After. the oration the coffin was taken 
from the catafalque on which it was 
resting in the Pillar! Hall of the 
Hradschin. and carried by officers of the 
General Staff to the gun carriage: - 

The cortége formed sand the procession 
moved off. All the colours and standards 
of the. Czechoslovakian Army, and 
numerous foreign and civic delegations 
accompanied the coffin on. its last journey 
to the Wilson Railway Station, which was 
named after the United States President. 

The dead President’s family was repre- 
sented in the procession by his son, M. 
van Masaryk, and two grandsons. At the 
station troops were drawn up to pay their 
last respects before the body of the dead 
President started on the last stage of its 
journey to Lany Castle. 

With the members of Dr. Masaryk’s 
family were President Benes, Cabinet 
Ministers, M. Blum, representing Frarice, 
and Lord Winterton, representing Great 
Britain. 

A few hours later the body of the ex- 
President was laid to rest at Lany beside 
nat of his wife.

BOSTON (MASS. ), Tuesday. 
United States Coastguards have 
abandoned their search for the British 
yacht, Endeavour I., which, with nineteen 
men on board, broke away from her towing 
vessel, Viva II., in a 100-miles-an-hour 
storm, when about 200 miles off the 
American coast on the return trip to 
England a week ago. The Coastguards are 
she is nowhere off the 
American coast. They state that only two 
possibilities can be considered—that 
Endeavour I. has foundered, or is making 

her way to England under her own sail. 
In three weeks’ search, during which 
Atlantic liners and other ships have co- 
operated, four Coastguard cutters and two 
Amphibian ‘planes.have covered several 
thousand square miles without result.

area searched was a triangle, bounded by

There have been more marriages in the Free 
State during the quarter ended June ó0 last 
than in any corresponding period during he 
last five years: There also has been a greater 
pumber of deaths. 3 

The quarterly return of the marriages, 
births and deaths in the Free State issu:a 
by the Registrar-General shows that the 
marriage rate for the qua.fer was 5.1 wer 
thousand of the estimated }.pulation, T ris 
rate was 0.6 above the average for the cor- 
responding quarter of the five years 1932. 36. 
The rate for Catholic marriages was 5.1 and 
for all other marriages 5.0 per thousand. 

‘I'he percentage of marriages, however, is 
below that for the rest of the British Isles. 
In England and Wales the rate was 6.0 per 
thousand, in Seotland 7.5, and in Northern 
Ireland 6.0. Of the total number of Free 
State marriages, amounting to 3,455, 272 were 
non-Catholic. '. 

In the first quarters of the years 1932-36 
the average number of Free State marnages 
was 3,544. In 1937 the figure was 5,544, In 
the second quarters of the five years the 
average figure was 5,552, as agaist 3,725 in 
the quarter ending June ot this year. 

The number of deaths during the quarter 
was 11,214; of these 5,831 were ot males and 
5,383 of females. The equivalent annual 
rate was 15.2 per thousand of the estimated 
population, being 1.0 above the average for 
the second quarter of the preceding quin- 
quennial period. and 0.6 above the rate for 
the second quarter of 1936. There were 
more deaths in the rural areas than in the 
urban areas. 

The death-rate for Tralee, County Kerry, 
was the highest in the Free State and that 
for Kilkenny was the lowest. .The rate for 
the principal towns was :'—Kilkenny, 8.2; 
Waterford, 12.2; Limerick, 13.2; Wexford, 
13.4; Dublin and Drogheda, each 13.8 ; Dun- 
dalk, 13.9; Dun.

Charlemont ‘House, where the exhibition is taking place, is 
itself an historic building, and below we publish an article dealing 
with its early years, with its original owner, and with its subse- 
quent conversion into the Municipal Gallery of Modern Art. 


Charlemont House was built in 1763 by 
James Caulfield, first Earl of Charlemont. 
The house had a commanding position on the 
north side, of the New Gardens, or Rutland 
Square, as they were later called—now they 
are known as the Rotunda grounds. The 
New Gardens had been a bowling green, be- 
yond which, in the direction of Parnell street, 
there were some thatched cottages and a 
““noddy ” or cab stand. 

It was this plot of ground that Dr. Bartho- 
lomew Mosse purchased for the fine hospital 
that he erected, much to the dissatisfaction 
of the adjacent neighbourhood, Their discon- 
tent was somewhat lessened when he turned 
the bowling green into a garden, laid out 
somewhat after the manner of Vauxhall, 
with a coffee room and orchestra. Bands of 
music and public singers were engaged, and 
there were illuminations on all festivals. 


“ PALACE ROW” 


The gardens were a great attraction to the 
neighbourhood, though their being enclosed 
with a high wall must have spoiled the 
effect to some extent. Lord Charlemont, 
having chosen this situation for his family 
mansion, attracted others to follow his ex- 
ample; and later his side of the square was 
dubbed “* Palace Row,” from having five houses 
occupied by the nobility, side by side. 

Charlemont House was the outcome of the 
Earl’s long wanderings abroad, and was 
built to contain his vast collection of 
statuary, intaglios and paintings. The design 
was that of Sir William Chambers, the 
brilliant architect, of whom James Gandon, 
designer of the Customs House, was a pupil. 
It is mentioned by Gandon, however, that 
the Earl was one of those possessing a taste 
for architecture, and it is thought that he 
interfered with the plan of Sir William 
Chambers, as there were grave defects in 
Charlemont House. 

The principal feature of the House in those

days was the library, which was divided 
from the greater portion of the building by 
a garden. It was a finely proportioned room, 
with five Corinthian pilasters on each side, 
the bookshelves originally being placed 
between these pillars. The room was lighted 
by Diocletian windows, in the manner of 
the chapel in Trinity College. It was here 
that the volunteer earl took counsel with his 
friends, Flood, Grattan and Langrishe. 


A PATRIOT 


It may be said that a great part of the 
life of Lord Charlemont was devoted to the 
welfare of Ireland: He was a true patriot, 
and to make the country capable of a certain 
measure of self-government was one of his 
hopes. To further that desire he threw him- 
self with ardour into any scheme likely to 
strengthen the national character. 

To him was due in a great measure the 
formation of the Volunteers, a body of men 
who reflected the greatest credit upon the 
country which gave them birth. . In their 
ranks were to be found men of the highest 
position, all working together for the same 
end—the maintenance of law and order. 

Lord Charlemont was the Colonel of the 


Dublin Division of the Volunteers, and on 
the days when their reviews were held a 
guard of honour was detached to wait upon 
him at his house in Rutland square to escort 
him to College Green, where a vast crowd 
assembled, the windows of Daly’s Club being 
full of the beauties of the day. 

‘the noble. lord was not oblivious to the 
charms of those and other beauties. He 1s 
said to have worshipped at many shrines, 
and the ill-health from which he suffered 
was ascribed to the attempt of one of his 
loves, an Italian marchese, to ison him 
during the five years he spent in her country 
cultivating a taste for the fine arts. 


THE UNION 


The later years of Lord Charlemont’s life 
were saddened by what he considered the 
fatal blow to be struck at Ireland's pe pe 
ence through the passing of the Act of Legis- 
lative Union. He often declared that he 
never would live to see the blow struck ; and 
his prophecy was correct, Feeble in body 
and distressed in mind, he passed out of life 
in August, 1799, some months before the Act 
of Union was made law by a majority of 
three votes. 

After the Act of Union the scar of neglect 
and decay settled down upon Rutland square 
and the localities adjoining it. The houses 
occupied by the nobility were either sold for 
a song or remained untenanted and neglected. 
Charlemont House remained until some 
seventy years ago in the possession of the 
family, and the venerable Lady Charlemont, 
whose praises were sung by Byron and 
Moore, lived there in her later years. 

The next phase in the history. of Charle- 
mont House was its use as a Government 
department for the collection of stamp duties, 
and if there is any romance associated with 
the years in which it was so used it was not 
of the type which finds its way into history 
books, : 


MABINO 


Before passing from Lord Charlemont it 
may be worth mentioning that it is to him 
that the now substantial suburb of Marino 
owes its name. : 

When he received a gift of the old house 
at Clontarf from his step-father, Thomas 
Adderley, the first thing he did was to change 
its name to Marino, which was appropriate, 
as the waters of Dublin Bay then washed its 
southern verge. . 

At Marino Lord Charlemont amassed an 
almost unique collection of works of ancient 
and modern art, and in the grounds he had 
built the highly embellished temple as a 
retreat for himself in the leafy woods. 

Charlemont House now has reached the 
most useful part of its career. 


SIR HUGH LANE 
As long ago as 1902 the late Sir Hugh 


Lane introduced a deputation to the Dublin 
Corporation on the matter of establishing a 
Municipal Collection of Modern Pictures, and 
in 1 temporary premises were opened at

THE NEW GALLERY 


After Sir Hugh Lane’s death in the Lusi- 
tania—which was sunk by a German sub- 
marine—the agitation for a new gallery con- 
tinued, and finally, in response to a request 
from ‘‘ The Friends of the National Collec- 
tions of Ireland,” the Minister for Local 
Government authorised a public inquiry, 
which was held in 1928. Charlemont House 
hecame vacant through the transfer of the 
(ieneral Register Office to the Customs 
House, and the Government, approving of the 
suggestion that it might be utilised as a 
Municipal Gallery and Civic Museum, handed 
it over to the Commissioners, who were then 
administering the affairs of the Corporation. 

The City Architect (Mr. Horace T. 
O'Rourke) concentrated on erecting a 
modern and up-to-date art gallery. The 


tury architecture had to yield to functional 
requirements and modern advances in light- 
ing and equipment. The collection of dark 
rooms and passages at the rear of the house 
were demolished, and the present Art Gal- 
lery occupies their site. 

In the main building important alterations 
were made, including the removal of a small, 
ugly staircase which obscured the imposing 
“gn to the main staircase. The two 
halls, vestibule and rear hall, as recon- 
structed, are four times the area of the old 
hall. External changes also were. necessary. 
The old, flat portico, which had become de- 
cayed and dilapidated, was removed, and a 
portico more in keeping with the character 


of a public building substituted.

From OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
ENNISKILLEN, Monday. 


Mrs, W. J. Lindsay (President) presided at 
the annual meeting of the Irish Christian 
Endeavour Union, which was held in the 
Methodist Church Enniskillen, when among 
the greetings received were some from Ger- 
many, Hungary, Jamaica, the British C.E. 
Union, the National Welsh and Scottish 
National Unions. 

In the annual repor. of the Irish C.E. 
Union it was recorded that the past year 
had brought difficulties to many of their 
societies. These were reflected in the mem- 
bership returns, which showed a decrease of 
thirteen societies and 827 members. The 
trouble was not, they felt, due to any weak- 
ness in their organisation, but to the decline 
of that spiritual environment, without which 
a movement like Christian Endeavour could 
not hope to thrive. They were confronted 
by an ancient enemy—the spirit of materialism. 
They were challenged by the dearth of con- 
versions. | The numbe. of societies was as 
follows :—Young people’s societies 265, mem- 
bership 8,012; intermediate societies 50, mem- 
bership 1,032; junior societies 124, member- 
ship 4,597; making a tota. uf 439 societies and 
the membership of 13,641. The Irish Union 
Trophy, presented to the society gaining the 
largest number of new experts, had been won 
this year by the Cregagh Methodist Society, 
Belfast. The National Council had accepted 
an invitation to hold next year’s Convention 
at Portadown.

BRITAIN 


MARKETING BOARD 
DELEGATES HERE 


A delegation from the British Potato 
Marketing Board is at present in Dublin 
making inquiries in connection with the 
export of potatoes from the Free State to 
Britain. The members of the deputation 
are staying at the Shelbourne Hotel, and 
will remain for a few days. They declined 
to make any statement when approached 
by newspaper men. 

The Department of Agriculture issued 
the following statement last evening in 
regard to the visit. 

‘“Members of the. Potato Marketing 
Board of Great Britain, consisting of 
Captain John Mollett (chairman), Mr. W. 
Hemmant, Mr. H. Thompson, and Mr. E. 
(. Boughton, secretary, visited Dublin to- 
day and discussed with representatives of 
the Department of Agriculture general 
matters in connection with the marketing 
of Saorstát potatoes in Great Britain. 

“The Potato Marketing Board, which 
is set up under the provisions of the 
Agricultural Marketing Acts, deals with 
the regulation of the orderly supply of 
potatoes coming on the British market and 
certain other aspects of the potato 
industrv.”’ 

The Free State's export of potatoes last 
year amounted to 767,858 cwts., valued 
at £145,389. This was a substantial 1n- 
crease on the previous year, When the 
Renre was 203.207 cwts., valued at 
£31.370. Not all of these, however, went 
to Great Britain, as there is a consider- 
able export trade to other countries.

Roosevelt and his Government. cou! 
accept. In the circumstances a visit 
London, which is to be paid by 
Sumner Welles, Under Secretary of tho 
State Department at W ashington, who is 
now holding conference with the French 
‘Ministers in Paris, may be regarded as 
one of some importance. 


China's Appeal to the League 


The Committee of 23, which formerly 
deliberated the Chinese-Japanese conflict, 
has been resuscitated, and met in Geneva 
this evening to examine the Chinese appeal 
to the League. It is notable that tho 
United States, though not a member of the 
League, has aatent to supply a represen- 
tative to the Committee. Germany 
formerly was a meinber of the Committe 
and as she is no longer a member of the 
League the question of sending. her an 
invitation to rejoin the Committee will 
have to be considered. The announcement 
that the United States is to send a repre- 
sentative may be regarded as a 
triumph for Mr. Cordell Hull, who, 
apparently, is not a supporter of 
a policy of isolation, as in the past he 
has been responsible for the negotiation 
of international trade agreements which 
have not been quite in line with President 
Roosevelt’s economic ‘nationalism. The 
general atmosphere of international affairs 
becomes brighter by the presence of the 
United States in a League Committee, 
even though the representative may be 
present in the capacity of an observer, 
rather than an acttve participant. 


Speculation in the Franc 


The visit of three-quarters of an hour 
paid by M. Corbin, the French 
Ambassador, to the Prime Minister yester- 
day was responsible for much comment in 
diplomatic circles to-day, as it was thought 
that the meeting had been arranged to 
discuss the situation in reg:rd to Spain. 
This was not the case, however, as Al, 
Corbin had been given instructions by M. 
Bonnet, the French Minister of Finance 
to place before Mr. Chamberlain a request 
"from the French Government for assistanc 
in London against the speculation in a 
franc. It is claimed by the French 
Ministry that some of this speculative 
attack on the franc is directed from 
London, and the aid of the British Govern- 
ment to suppress it is being sought. As a 
result of the interview Paris was more 
reassured, the assumption being that the 
British Government will do what it can 
to check unjustifiable speculation in the 
franc. 


Changing Houses 


The Prime Minister is stil] living in 
No. 11 Downing street, as the official 
residence attached to his office at No. 10 
Downing street has not yet recovered froin 
the. extensive alterations and _ redecora- 
tions which have been taking place. ‘It 

may be some weeks before Mrs. Chamber- 
lain can begin to furnish her new home 
and leave No. 11 to Sir John Simon, who 
is still Tiving at his private residence in 
Addison road. The two official houses are 
united by a short corridor. but when both 
are occupied neither the Prime Minister 
nor the Chancellor of the Exchequer make 
use of this link without giving notice to 
each other, except upon occasions of 


importance, when speed or secrecy are 
necessary. 


New Warships 


Excellent progress is being made with 
the British naval re-armament programme, 
many small craft being nearly read; for 
launching, while. some of the larger vesse!s 
are in an advanced stage of construction. 
The destroyer ‘Tartar, launched = at 
Wallsend to-day, is a sister ship to the 
Somali, launched last month. Among the 
launchings arranged for the next few weeks 
is that of H.M.S. Mashona at Greenock 
on Ocotber 6th, when the ceremony will 
be performed by Mrs. S. M. Lamigan 
O'Keeffe. wife of the High Commissioner 
for Southern Rhodesia.

denial from Mr. Simon A. A. Maas 
managing director, Saorstat Alcohol 
Factories, yesterday. 


THE FIVE FACTORIES 


Mr. Maas has been responsible for the 
erection of five factories—at Cooley, 
County Louth; Labadish, Donegal ; Carn 
donagh. Donegal ; Carrickmacross, County 
Monaghan, and Curroy, County Mayo— 
under the auspices of the Free State 
Government, and is head of the organisa 
tion charged with manufacturing in 
dustrial alcohol (for blending with petrol) 
in the five units mentioned. 

He is assisted by chemists and trained 
technicians from France, (Czechoslovakia 
and Holland, and has erected and con 
trolled similar plant in many parts of the 


world. 
HAMPERED BY WEA THER 


“There is no question of our plans 
being, as reported, in jeopardy,’’ Mr. Maas 
said in an interview. ; 

‘All that has happened is that bad 
weather has hampered us somewhat and 
caused a set-back in our programme; the 
unsettled state of the Continent, | the 
armaments race, and the international] 
question had their effect on the supply of 
highly technical machinery, and local 
strikes also interfered. 

“The Cooley factory was the only one 
ready when the potato season opened. 
Elaborate and exhaustive tests were 
carried out there and they proved com 
pletely successful. Our anticipations in 


other directions were equally pleasing. 
PRODUCTION AT COOLEY 


“ The starch content of the potatoes used 
was found to be 10 per cent. more than 
the minimum average which we estimated 
would bo necessary; and the workers 
adapted themselves to a highly technical 
process with remarkable rapidity : and 
success. 

“ Following the tests mentioned we pro- 
duced at Cooley nearly 17,000 gallons of 
industrial alcohol, and when we commence 
distilling again—about November 15—we 
shall be in a position to produce all that 
we require. The Cooley. farmers have by 
their offers of potatoes so far ensured that 
distillation from potatoes will keep the 
factory working for 150 to 200 working

F OLLOWING the detention on 


Sa. French soil of Major Troncoso, 
Military Governor of Irun, the most 
powerful personality on the other 
side of the frontier, and hitherte 
persona grata with the French 
authorities, the frontier at Hendayve 
is In a ferment to-day. Fifty addi. 
tional Mobile Guards have been 
drafted into Hendaye in case of 
emergency. 

According to reports reaching the French 
authorities from Irun, feeling there and 
at Fuentarabia is running so high that the 
possibility of an attempt by Spanish 
insurgents to liberate Major Troncoso 
cannot be altogether ruled out. 

The general opinion here is that this is 
one of the most serious incidents that has 
occurred on the Franco-Spanish frontier 
since the beginning of the civil war, and 
it 1s feared that it may have grave conse- 
quences. 

All the Left French Press, which for 
mouths past has been waging a campaign 
against Major Troncoso and his secret 
excursions to France, .is to-day triumphant. 

The authorities have closed the Spanish 
side of the frontier to-day to all persons 
of French nationality desiring to enter.

When his photograph was shown to 
members of the crew of the C2 by the 
French police to-day they all formally 
recognised him as being with the boarding 
party, and as the first man ‘to draw out a 
revolver to intimidate the crew.

M. Moitessier, Director of the Suwreté 
Natwnale (the Paris “ Scotland Yard ’’), 
said: *‘ From the beginning of. the enquiry 
our attention has been fixed on Major 
Troncoso.”’ 

The importance attached in high circles 
to the detention of Major Troncoso is 
indicated by the fact that this was one of 
the subjects discussed by M. Chautemps, 
the Prime Minister, in a conference with 
M. Dormoy, the Minister of the Interior, 
at the Hotel Matignon. 

Major Julian Troncoso, who is 42 years 
of age, is known as the ‘ Viceroy ef the 
Frontier.’’ He acted as liaison officer 
between General Franco and the foreign 
Embassies at Biarritz and St. Jean de 
Luz. 


LINK WITH BOMB 
OUTRAGES 


According to the Streté National, there 
is now no doubt that the recent series of 
bomb outrages in France, culminating in 
the blowing up of two Paris buildings, 
were perpetrated by Spanish terrorists. 

The outrages are linked by the police 
with the attempt to seize the Spanish sub- 
marine C 2 at Brest on Sunday, and it is 
stated that the cases taken as a whole will 
form a cause célébre. Evidence now in 
the hands of the Siireté, it is stated, 
indicates that the bomb outrages were 
planned at Irun, the town on the Franco 
Spanish frontier now held by General 
Franco's forces. 

It is stated that one witness, who is 
described as “ Mr. X,’’ has declared that 
in April this year he was told that 
attempts must be made in France about 
May Day to impress French opinion. 
Bombs. he said. were to be used at the 
Paris Exhibition, the Spanish Embassy in 
Paris, and the Labour Exchange at 
Marseilles. The necessary explosives had 
already at that time been smuggled into 
France. 


BRITAIN AND GIJON 
HOSTAGES

was made to blow up St.

WINDOWS BROKEN 


A ventilator in the north wall of the 
church was pulled out, an explosive was 
inserted and wedged with soil, and the 
charge fired. The ventilator shaft, fortu- 
nately, led upwards to the base of one of 
the windows, and through this the force 
of the explosion spent itself. 

The metal cap on the top of the shaft 
was blown off, sending lumps of mortar 
all over the east end of the church. Two 
of the windows in the church were broken. 


PARISH PRIEST’S 
STATEMENT 
Cfnon Boyle, the Parish Priest, in a 


statement, said that he was out for a walk 
in the Glen road between 10 and 11 o'clock 
last night, returning to the presbytery 
about the latter hour. As he reached the 
gate he noticed a couple of men, but paid 
no particular attention to their presence, 
as he had frequently seen people there. 

He retired to bed at about midnight, 
and was not long in bed until he heard a 
loud crash. 

He later proceeded to the church, and 
fourd the floor littered with the débris, 
and a closer examination revealed where 
the explosive had been inserted. 


POLICE INQUIRIES

The Times remarks in a leading article 

to-day: The Prime Minister is specially 
well gualified to open the National Health 
Campaign which is to be launched at the 
end of the month and carried on by suc- 
cessive stages until the end of next March. 
It was Mr. Chamberlain who, with his 
own fine record as Minister of Health 
behind him, first promoted the pleas and 
plans of enthusiasts for greater physical 
fitness to the status of an officially ap- 
roved policy, by making an appeal for 
Lables physical education at the confer. 
ence of the Conservative Party at Margate 
last year. 

The forthcoming campaign is in part 
the logical consequence of the measures 
subsequently adopted by the Government 
to give substance to his words. The pro- 
gress of the scheme for physical training 
and recreation now being constructed 
under the Act of 1937 is not to be ignored. 
But at least equal importance can be 
claimed by the other part of the cam- 
paign, which is designed to call the atte 
tion of the people to the preventive and 
curative health services already available 
to them. 

The services to which special attention 
is to be called are not the great compul-. 
sory insurance schemes, such as Health 
and Pensions Insurance, the use of which 
is largely automatic, but those services 
requiring the voluntary co-operation cf 
the people. These are the maternity and 
child welfare services, the school medical 
and nutritional services, and the services 
designed to help adult sufferers from 
certain diseases, such as tuberculosis and 
venereal complaints, All these services 
are given free or at a very small charge, 
and there is not the slightest doubt that 
a fuller use of them would improve the 
standard of public health without financial 
injury to the beneficiaries. Even though 
most of them could certainly be improved 
their efficiency is already very high, and tt 
is reasonable to suppose that the failure 
to use them fully may be ascribed to 
ignorance or to prejudice far more than 
to lack of availability. 

The first two points to be brought home 
to the public must, therefore, be that they 
can obtain full information from their 
own local authority—since these are 
locally administered services though sub. 
stantially assisted by the taxpayer—and 
that these services are open to everybody, 
so that nobody is either too poor to too 
rich to use them,

VOTES FOR SALARY OF 
£600 AND GETS £1000

HE new Lord Mayor of Cork is 
Councillor James Hickey, the 
official Labour nominee, who only 
failed to secure election to the Dail 
by a few votes at the last general 
election. After his election he 
voted for a salary of £600, but will 
be compelled to accept £1,000! 

At to-night’s special meeting of the 
Corporation four candidates were put 
forward—namely, Alderman W. Desmond 
(Fine Gael), Alderman FE, J. Daly, Black- 
rock (Independent); Councillor W. Furlong 
(Fianna Fail), and Councillor James 
Hickey (Labour). 

All present voted, 
dates. 

The first pol] resulted as follows :— 
Desmond, 6; Hickey, 3; Furlong, 3; Daly, 
ó. A second poli to decide who would be 
eliminated resulted : —Daly, 4: Furlong,

and Daly 5. | 

After Daly’s elimination the fourth poll 
brought the elimination of Furlong, and 
the fifth and final poll resulted :—Hickey, 
9; Desmond, 7. 

Mr. Hickev having been declared elected, 
Alderman Allen vacated the chair, and 
Cork’s first Labour Lord Mayor signed the 
declaration of office. | 

Returning thanks, he said that he 
regretted the occasion had arisen to elect 
a Lord Mavor, and, while he did not fee! 
worthy of the position, he would do his 
best for all citizens, irrespective of party. 


THE SALARY 


The next business was to fix the Lord 
Mavor’s salary, and this led to an unusual! 
situation, £1,000 was moved, which is the 
existing salary, but the Labour members 
supported by the Lord Mayor moved as an 
amendment that £600 be fixed. 

The voting, however, was ten for £1,000 
and four for £600. with five members not 
voting. So against his own wishes the new 
Lord Mayor gets the larger salary. 

Before the election Councillor Aherne 
said that the new Constitution forbade 
anv citizen accepting a title or honour 
without the permission of the Government, 
and he wanted to know if the Lord Mayor 
would be entitled to accept that title. 

The Chairman (Alderman Allen) said 
that this position did not arise, as the 
Constitution was not vet in force. 

The new Lord Mayor has for many years 
been an official of the Irish Transport and 
General Workers’ Union.

The Committee of 23; to whom fae

in. 

The meeting of the Committee was held 
in private, as will all its future sittings.

Various documents were read, and 
reference was made to the letter from Mr. 
Harrison, the United States representa- 
tive, who was present at the meeting. The 
Chinese Government has suggested to the 
League that in the circumstances it will 
not be possible to carry out the formal! 
programme of technical collaboration with 
the League but it hopes for assistance in 
the prevention and control of epidemics, 
and in the general relief of the civil 
population and refugees. 

‘he Secretary-General! also, has received 
a letter from the Chinese delegation draw- 
ing attention to the Japanese announce- 
ment of their intention to bomb Nanking 
on a large scale. 

In this letter Dr. Wellington Koo 
declares that if such indiscriminate air 
attacks on the capital of a country are 
tolerated a most dangerous precedent will 
be created. 

The problem of Palestine again came to 
the fore to-day when the Six (Politcal) 
Committees considered the question of 
mandates. The discussion revolved 
entirely around Palestine. 

In the debate Poland, Latvia and 
Lithuania emphasised their wish that any 
solution should still provide facilities for 
Jewish immigration into Palestine.

RUSSIAN ’PLANE REPORTED 
DOWN IN FINLAND

: HELSINGFORS, Tuesday. 
The report that a Russian military aero- 
plane had made a forced landing this 
afternoon in Finnish territory sent 
Finnish ‘planes racing to the spot to 
investigate.

The United States has, through its 
Ambassador, also made a protest to 
Tokyo against Japan’s announced 
intention of bombing Nanking. 
According to Mr. Cordell Hull, the 
protest 1s based chiefly on the grounds 
that the bombing of non-combatant 
populations violates international 
and humanitarian laws. 


THRILLING AIR BATTLE 


A fierce raid on Canton took place yes- 
terday, and British and other nationals 
in the Foreign Concession watched a 
thrilling aerial fight, says Reuter. What 
the results were is not known, though 
one aeroplane, nationality unknown, was 
seen to crash. 

In North China another big battle 
appears to be impending. The Chinese 
have prepared elaborate entrench- 
ments, cleverly concealed among 
woods and millet fields, around the 
big military centre of Paotingfu, 
eighty miles south of Peiping. 

The famous Chinese Iron General, 
Chang Fa-kwei, is reported by the 
Japanese to have established himself with 
three divisions in Pootung, 
river from Shanghai, and in Nantao, im- 
mediately south of Shanghai,’ thus 
threatening hostilities on a side of 
Shanghai which, except for air raids, has 
been comparatively quiet.

Americans are deeply chagrined, and feel 
that American prestige has suffered 
severely by Mr. Nelson Johnson’s decision 
to evacuate Nanking, which was evidently 
taken on his own discretion, especially 
as he is the doyen of the diplomatic body. 
It is no secret that Admiral Yarnell! dis- 
approves of evacuation. Only Mr. Hall 
Paxton, the second Secretary, now remains 
in the American Embassy, with sixteen 
American residents who have moved in 
there. All day Nanking has waited on 
tenterhooks for the 300 Japanese air 
raiders. “We may prefer to keep the 
capital in suspense,’’ said the. Japanese 
spokesman, when asked if the attack had 
begun. 

Several British women have been put on 
board merchant ships, put at their dispeusal 
by the British authorities, and have 
steamed up river a few miles. Events 
will decide whether their evacuation is to 
be permanent. Several people living near 
military positions have moved into the 
residential area. 

In recent raids bombs have fallen within 
200 or 300 yards of the Soviet. Embassy, 
also «close to the French and Belgian 
Embassies. | 

So far not single foreigner has been 
killéd or wounded, nor has any foreign 
building been bombed. 


NEW PHASE 


A decisive test of strength is imminent 
in North China as the Japanese Army 
prepares a further drive against the 
Chinese positions along the Peking- 
Hankow and the Tientsin-Pukow. rail 
zones. Japanese successes have Litherto 
been gained at the expense of lightly-armed 
Chinese troops of which only four divisions 
belong _ to the Central Government. 
Hostilities are expected to enter on a new 
phase when Nanking throws aeroplanes, 
tanks and heavy artillery into the fray.

Chief executive officers and headmasters of 
vocational schools report that there is a grow- 
ing demand from business and trade concerns 
for students trained in these schools. In one 
large urban centre over 100 students were 
placed in employment during the session under 
review. 

An hotel in the tourist centre of Lisdoon- 
varna was hired by the Committee for a 
special course for girls, which began in 
October, 1955, and terminated in May, 1936. 
During this period a whole-time day domestic 
economic course, eccupymg 25 hours per week, 
was given to 29 girls of 16 years of tae and 
over. The course comprised cookery, laundry, 
needlework, housewrfery, home crafts, first 
aid, household and hotel accounts, Irish and 
organised games. At the termination of the 
course there was a good demand for the ser- 
vices of the girls thus trained. Twelve of 
tie students obtained remunerative employ- 
ment, six being taken by hotels in seaside 
resorts in the county itself. 

An experiment of a similar type ts being 
carried on in Dun Laoghaire Technical School 
since September, 1956. In the rural areas 
there has been a healthy development of 
classes in connection with home spinning and 
dyeing. Classes were held in several centres 
in the counties of Clare, Galway, Leitrim and 
Roscommon. Through the mitiative of the 
Irish Homespun Society, which has taken a 
great interest in the development of these 
classes, a special short summer course was 
given in August, 1936, to the spinning 
instructresses engaged in Clare, Galway, 
Leitrim and Roscommon.

Queen Wilhelmina, opening the new 
session of the Netherlands Parliament here 
to-day, spoke of the necessity of Holland 
continuing her rearmament programme. 

“ Owing to the strained relations exist- 
ing between the nations, and the danger 
of international complications,’’ she said, 
“it is necessary to continue reinforcing 
our army—not only in Holland itself, but 
also in the Dutch East Indies. Important 
legislation will, therefore, be introduced 
without delay.”’ 

For the first time in many years a 
session of Parliament was opened by the 


one. The Queen left the Royal Palace in 


by the highest Court dignitaries, drove 


Queen alone. The ceremony was a brilliant | 


a beautiful golden coach, and, accompanied | 


three and a quarter million pounds higher 
than that of the previous twelve months, 
though the total trade of the country from 
September, 1936, to August, 1937, as com- 
pared with the previous year, was more than 
six and a half millions better. 

Imports for the twelve months ended 
August, 1957, amounted to £43,340,484, and 
exports with re-exports amounted to 
£23,261,605. This total trade amounted to 
£66 ,602,089, and shows an adverse balance of 
£20,078,870. 


TRADE WITH BRITAIN 


- Imports from Great Britain increased from 
£1,410,676 in August, 1936, to £1,523,896 last 
month. Exports to Great Britain decreased 
from £1,635,649 in August, 1956, to £1,594,729 
in Aucust. 1937. 

Although in last month’s trading with 
Northern [Ireland there is shown a slight 
diminution in the amount of business done, 
the balance of trade continues to be greatly 
in favour of the Irish Free State. In August, 
1936, goods to the value of £43,286 were im- 
ported and last month the imports were 
valued at £53,696, while the exports and re- 
exports for August, 1936, amounted to 
£210,247 and last month to £203,465. 

While the balance of trade with principal 
“other countries ” was better last August 
compared with the same month last year, the 
ratio of imports from ‘“‘other countries” 
has increased to over nine times that of the 
value of the exports. 

“Other countries” took from the Irish 
Free State goods to the value of £191,823, 
while they sold to this country goods valued 
at £1,945,631. 


OTHER COUNTRIES 


Of the principal ‘‘other countries,” Ger- 
many s trade has best favoured the Eree 
State in the way of improvement of the trade 
balance. There was an increase of £21,000 
in the exports to Germany during August as 
compared with the same month last year. 
In August this country sold to Germany 
ma valued at £77,643, but bought 
rom her goods value at £116, 
Argentine bdaght £140 worth of goods in 
August, 1957,"and sold here vei worth 
£306,135. In August, 1936, not £20 worth 
of goods was taken from this country by the 
Argentine. Belgium, in August last, impor-ed 
here £125,157 worth oí goods and took back 
goods value £13,901, or £5,000 less than was 
sold to her in August, 1936.. Exports to the 
Netherlands last month at £8,087 are doubled 
those of August, 1936, but the figures of 
imports show this country bought £10,000 
worth of goods more than in August of the 
previous year. 


DEARER HORSES 


During August, 1957, horses valued at 
£52,556 were imported into the Irish Free 
State, while horses valued at £244,559 were 
exported, or £44,000 worth more than in 
August, 1936. An increase in value is shown 


in the figures, as in August, 1937, 1,530 


| exported horses were valued :t 4.244.559, and 


the value of 1,699 horses exported in August, 
1956, was only £200,264. 

As comparea with August, 1936, cat‘ 
prices are assoc shown to base been better 
last month, when 46,803 .+ cattle stores, 
cows, and calves, yalued at £°35,997, wee 
exported; while in August, 1956, the com- 
parative figrres were 54,452 animals, value: 
at £524,289. 

In August, 1936, 67,261 sheep and 
lambs ere exported, at! the value of 
£79,4.., while in August, 1937, only 47,862 of 
the anmmzis were exported at the increased 
value of £82,067. 

In the eight months January to August, 
1957, there was a falling-off in the export of 
butter to the extent a £205,545 worth, as 
compared with the same period in 1936. The 
total value of this export trade at £1,118,532 
for 278,129 cwts. of butter shows a smaller 
quantity sold abroad, but at an enhanced 
price. 

In wool the export trade was larger and 
the price better in August last than in August, 
1936. In August last year 18,059 centals of 
wool were exported at the value of £65,503, 
while in August, 1937, 14,273 centals of 
exported wool were valued at £92,756.

This bacon, which 
represented a fair proportion of the medium 
and small curers’ output. was graded and 
distributed at a far more reasonable cost than 
would be the case if these curing firms had 
each to acquire its own distributing estab- 
lishment in Dublin. : Mi, 
Replying to a member of the Commission, 
Mr. Thomas O'Connor (Messrs. TI, O'Connor 
and Co.), whe appeared for the Association, 
said that the Association charged retailers 
8s per cwt. over the factory price to cover 
cost of carriage from the factory, handling 
and legitimate profit.

from Dublin cheaper than a wholesaler in 
Dublin could buy it there. In one particular 
case the curer sold to a provincial retailer at 
106s. per cwt., plus ls. 6d. per cwt. carriage, 
while the. price charged to a Dublin whole- 
saler for the same bacon was 119s. per cwt. 


CURERS’ PRICES 


Referring to curers’ prices, he said that 
there was no proper system of revising 
factory prices. 

Mr. L. J. Duffy—The curers make the 
oint that the price ef bacon is determined 
y the price of pigs. 

r. O’Connor said that on 4th September 
two curers reduced bacon by Ss. per cwt. 
Two other curers made no change, but three 
days later one of these sold to the retail 
trade at a reduction of three shil‘ings, and 
immediately on hearing this the remaining 
curer reduced his price by 5s. per cwt. That 
had no relation to the price of pigs. It 
seemed to him that when one big curer 
opened his mouth others followed suit.

The sharp rise in national expenditure last 
week has resulted in a further increase in the 
current deficit. This was shown in the 
caps returns issue} last night. Out- 

oings tor the seven days ending last Satur- 
ay totalled £17,562,649, as against £9,803,765 
for the previous week and £8,734,264 for the 
corresponding week last year. Although 
revenue during the period rose from £9,459, 
to £15,395,726, it was not .ufficient to offset 
the increase in the current deficit, which now 
stands at £89,295,095, a jump of nearly nine 
millions in two weeks.
